This made sense to O'Donnell. I told him that he could be 
assured that General Pinckney would be reflecting the Director s 
assessment of the situation and that if there was a need lor 
any assurances on that point I would be happy to accompany 
General Pinckney and O'Donnell suggested that I do so. 

I learned from General Edgar Chavarrie, OSD/Legislative 
Affairs, that in addition to General Pinckney’s briefing of the 
Staff Directors of the eight principal committees, DIA provided 
an expanded briefing to House Permanent Select Committee on 
Intelligence staffers at the request of Dick Giza, on the Committee 

staff.
